Diuring the past year that 
I have been writing articles 
for v.his colunin, I have wit¬ 
nessed many changes in the 
foothill and canyon scene. 
Nothing in nature, I have 
found, is static ... it may 
only seem that way, super¬ 
ficially. There is always 
change. Some of that change 
may be especially dramatic 
and quick in coming. But it 
may also take on a more 
subtle form, and will require 
deep probing for any dif¬ 
ferences to become visible. 
In fact, if any change is to 
be recognized, the natural 
world must be studied over 
an extended length of time 
... so that there c^ln be a 
basis for comparisork 

Let’s use Eaton Canyon as 
a model, for since I have 
first begun studying it in 
1963, I have become increa¬ 
singly aware of the many, 
many changes in the overall 
makeup of the canyon area. 
A large number of the chan¬ 
ges that occur there are sea¬ 
sonal, but there are some 
that take place over a span 
of years. These, too, must 
be reckoned with. 

We could start with an 
area of Eaton Canyon I call 
the meadow. It is a large 
open field bordered by an 
oak-studded path on the west 
side, and by oak woods on 
the south and northeast. 
The northwest boundary is 
composed of a short line of 
euclayptus trees, the mouth 
of a narrow side-canyon', a 
small cactus habitat, and an¬ 
other patch of sprawling oak 
woods. 

TSvo types of changes have 
come about in the meadow. 
The first is seasonal change, 
which is most dramatic, lor 
it happens often enough to 
be noticed easily. The rich 
green grasses of winter and 
spring give way to the sum¬ 
mer yellows of wild mustard, 
which in turn give in to the 
dead browns of autumn. All 
this is quite apparent if you 
hike the meadow at least 
during these four times of 
the year. The years, on the 
other hand, have brought 
about another chan g e — 
more subtle, yet deep, for 
the meadow is slowing los¬ 
ing its “meadow identity.” 
Along its perimeter, large 
shrubs are growing in abun¬ 
dance, slowly working their 
way toward the middle, cut¬ 
ting off open spaces that 
were once strongly domin¬ 
ated by the name meadow. 
If another natural force does 
not step in to stop this 
shubby growth, the meadow 
wall eventually be no more. 
But this is just one change 


in an entire string of chan¬ 
ges that weaves its way 
through the .natural fabric 
of the canyon.
